In the early 1970’s, there was an elderly gentleman 
who would go from street to street in North Agawam, 
pushing a cart loaded with fruit, calling, “Strawber’... 
Strawber’...’’ 

Though most such quintessential moments have 
disappeared into the mists of memory, strawberries 
are available in abundance in this region due to the 
dedication and know-how of families like the Cecchi 
Family at E. Cecchi Farms at 1131 Springfield Street, 
Feeding Hills, who plant and pick about 300 quarts a 
day during the strawberry season. 


Robert Cecchi, Sr. told us that strawberries are a 
two-year plant. "We plant them in April each year, but 
the ones we plant are not harvested until the second

season after the planting. In other words, what we 
planted this past April won’t be harvested until spring 
of 2004. The strawberries were ready a little later than 
usual this year, around Memorial Day, because of the 
cold weather.” 

During harvesting season, 1.1 inches of rain are 
needed per week. For many years, the Cecchis 
allowed people to come and pick their own strawber¬ 
ries, but no longer make “pick-your-own” available. 

The strawberries are now picked by Cecchi 
employees or family members and sold to customers 
by the quart. “They are not a long crop," said Robert 
Cecchi, Jr. “The season ends around the 4th of July. 
Customers need to get their strawberries while they 
last." 

The irrigation system waters the fruits. 
Strawberries are not a greenhouse plant, but must be 
grown outside and picked by hand. 

According to “Tips on Picking and ,Using 
Strawberries,” found at www.aa.uiuc.edu/~vista/html 
pubs/STRWBRY/berrv.html . the red, ripe berries are 
ready to harvest about 21 days after the white flowers 
appear. The article continues, “Strawberries are not 
only good to eat, they are also ‘good for us.’ They are 
an especially tasty source of Vitamin C (ascorbic 
acid). In fact, one cup of fresh strawberries provides 
about 88 milligrams of ascorbic acid, which more than 
meets the Recommended Daily Dietary allowance of 
45 milligrams for the average adult. Strawberries are 
low in calories: one cup of unsweetened strawberries 
has only 55 calories. So, if you are on a reducing diet, 
use strawberries to add flavor, food value, and pleas¬ 
ure to meals."

Some of Agawam’s premier events depend on 
strawberries, such as Agawam Congregational 
Church’s Annual Strawberry Supper. After eating a 
nutritious meal, guests who attend this festivity, that 
very much epitomizes summer, are served not plates, 
but bowls, of strawberry shortcake — berries piled 
high on large sponge cakes, donning real, homemade 
whipped cream.. 

There are as many ways to serve strawberries as 
there are active imaginations and special occasions. 
They can be dipped in chocolate or served on a

Belgian waffle. Mounds of strawberries with an enor¬ 
mous serving of whipped cream are the fixings for a 
dish called strawberry pie They can be frozen for a 
future time, or many people use them to make jams or 
preserves. There are strawberry sundaes, strawber¬ 
ries and cream, strawberries with cereai and milk, 
strawberries with custards, puddings, tapioca, or other 
desserts made from milk . and strawberries make a 
handsome garnish for salads, desserts, and fruit 
punches. 

The website we listed earlier offers several tantaliz¬ 
ing recipes, including 

Strawberry Mousse 

1-1/2 to 2 cups crushed strawberries (about 1 qt) 
1/4 to 1/2 cup sugar (larger amount for tart berries) 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
1-2/3 cups chilled evaporated milk 
Mix together strawberries, sugar, and lemon juice. 
Whip milk until very stiff. (Evaporated milk whips eas¬ 
ily if it is icy cold.) Fold strawberry mixture into 
whipped milk. Pour immediately into cold refrigerator 
trays or a fancy mold, and freeze. Makes 8 to 10 serv¬ 
ings. 

There are hundreds of recipes available in books, 
newspapers, and on-line. The “Tips on Picking and 
Using Strawberries” link gives recipes for strawberry 
jam, strawberry jam with powdered pectin, strawberry 
jam with liquid pectin, uncooked strawberry jam, 
strawberry jam with frozen berries packed in sugar or 
syrup, and strawberry preserves. 

From the Oxford Dictionary of Quotes, William 
Butler is said to have summed up strawberries for the 
ages: “God could have made a better berry, but doubt¬ 
less, God never did."

Cheryl Sabola should be 
commended for CPR work 


To the Editor: 

My name is Joe Buonagurio, and I am one of the 
health teachers at Agawam High School. I am writing 
this letter to publicly thank Mrs. Cheryl Sabola and to 
inform the community about the wonderful job she 
has done this year with cardio-pulmonary resuscita¬ 
tion (CPR) training of the High School health stu¬ 
dents. 

Mrs. Sabola, a registered nurse and the Director of 
CPR training at Baystate Medical Center, has played 
a pivotal role with incorporating the American Heart 
Association’s Heartsaver CPR in the Schools pro¬ 
gram into the High School health curriculum. The 
CPR in the Schools program educates students to 
recognize signs of circulatory and respiratory emer¬ 
gencies, and how to react to help increase the chance 
of survival in such emergencies. Heart disease is the 
number one killer of adults in the U.S. and stroke is 
number three, and presently only about four percent 
of Massachusetts residents know CPR. 

Mrs. Sabola has voluntarily given her time day and 
night to help increase the number of people who are 
CPR certified. Thanks to Mrs. Sabola and her volun¬ 
teer instructors, over 250 health students became 
certified this year. Also, over 50 residents became 
CPR certified over a two-night fundraiser held at the 
Agawam Junior High School in May. 

The funds raised during the fundraiser - along with 
money from the School Improvement Council - have 
allowed the school to purchase adult, child, and infant 
CPR mannequins to help keep this program running 
strong for years to come. Without the help of Mrs. 
Sabola and her instructors volunteering their time, the 
success of this year’s program could not have been 
possible. 

Once again, I would like to thank Cheryl Sabola 
and all of her instructors who volunteered their time 
this year.

Councilor Anthony Bonavita 
requests “free cash” analysis 

To the Editor: 

In my analysis of the budget in this, my second 
term on the City Council, I (as part of this review) cen¬ 
tered on what is commonly called "free cash.” 

I was brought up to realize that when the word 
“free” is used, the whole story is not being told. 
Therefore, I pursued questions to the Town Treasurer 
to determine the origin of our “free cash.” 

The Mayor, in his budget message, disclosed that 
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$2.955.579.00 of “free cash” was used to balance the 
budget. A portion of that amount, $817.294.00 , were 
funds appropriated to certain departments and line 
items in fiscal 2001, but not expended. Therefore, the 
funds were utilized as “free cash” to fund this fiscal 
2003 budget. 

This brings up an issue for discussions and analy¬ 
sis: 

Why were funds budgeted for certain departments 
and line items but not spent in that 2001 fiscal year? 

I believe that a study should be completed for three 
(3) consecutive fiscal years to determine if and if 
so/whv items are budgeted for but not spent. To take 
money from one year and to use it later as free cash 
begs the above question. 

I am pleased that near the conclusion of the June 
17, 2002 Council meeting, it was agreed that the City 
Council Finance Committee - of which I am a member 
- would undertake such an analysis. Only by review¬ 
ing several years of budgeting can comparisons be 
made. 

At this time, I would like to offer my thanks to 
Treasurer Laurel Placzek and Acting Auditor Colleen 
Hebert for their assistance. 

In conclusion, let me emphasize. To provide long- 
range fiscal planning as public servants accountable 
to the people, we should not be afraid to ask ques¬ 
tions and to request specific information. It is my opin¬ 
ion that this Council does both well (as it should) in 
our check-and-balance system of government.

Fire Wise... 


Outdoor cooking

Everybody loves an outdoor barbecue. However, 
outdoor cooking can also lead to tragedy when care¬ 
lessness causes serious bums. 

The Agawam Fire Department offers the following 
safety checklist to use when cooking outdoors: 

* When lighting a grill, the safest fire starters are 
chemicals in cake form or a charcoal electric starter. 

* Never add fire starter after you have started your 
barbecue. The heat from the coals could ignite the 
stream of liquid and burn back into the can, causing it 
to explode in your hands. To speed a slow fire, tuck 
dry kindling under the charcoal. 

* Make sure the barbecue grill is level and steady, 
and keep a container of water nearby. 


* After cooking, soak the coals in water. Dispose of 
charcoal in a metal container with a tight-fitting lid. 
Many brush fires start because hot coals (thought to 
be cool) were dumped in leaves. 

* All barbecue grills should never be brought inside 
the house, tent, or recreational vehicle, because of 
the danger of carbon monoxide poisoning in sealed or 
confined areas. 

* Keep small children away from the barbecue. 

* A bag of damp or wet charcoal should be imme¬ 
diately disposed of, as it can spontaneously combust.

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MSPCA summer 
safety tips for pets 

Fourth of July fireworks and summer heat waves 
can be extremely dangerous and stressful to pets. To 
keep pets calm, safe, and cool during the 
Independence Day celebrations and throughout the 
hot months of the summer, the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
(MSPCA) urges the following precautions: 

* Before departing for a vacation, check your garage 
and shed to make sure a neighborhood cat is not 
asleep in one of these cool venues. Cats have been 
known to wander into neighbors’ garages and be 
locked in for weeks at a time. 

* NEVER leave pets (or children) in hot cars, even 
with windows partially rolled down. A hot car can 
prove fatal in just several minutes. When going on 
errands, leave your pet at home. Likewise, if you see 

‘ a pet in distress in a hot car, contact the nearest 
authorities immediately. 

* If you notice heat stress symptoms such as 
severe panting or (in extreme cases) staggering, 
weakness, and collapse, lower the animal’s body 
temperature by hosing it down with cool water. Ice 
packs may be applied to the head and neck area. The 
animal should then receive prompt veterinary atten¬ 
tion. 

* During the Fourth of July holiday celebrations, 
keep pets away from fireworks and in a cool, quiet 
room or in a kennel. The room should have secure 
doors and windows - some dogs will jump through 
screens to get away from the noise. 

* Clean up fireworks fragments after the celebra¬ 
tion. Animals and young children may be injured from 
playing with or ingesting stray remnants. 

* If pets are outside, they should be on a leash, 
have proper identification, and should not be left with 
children or others who may not be able to control a 
frightened animal. 

* Pets should always have access to constant 
shade, properly ventilated shelter, and fresh water. 

* Exercise your pet in the early morning or evening 
hours when the temperature is lower. Start a pet’s 
exercise program gradually, and make sure they are 
in good health before starting the program. 

If you witness acts of animal cruelty, contact 
MSPCA law enforcement at (800) 628-5808. The 
MSPCA wishes a happy and safe summer for pets 
and their owners.

Beware of the sun this summer... 

Another summer is upon us, and I feel it’s my duty 
to write about the sun, the damage it can cause, and 
what you can do to protect yourself and your family. 

First, the sun gives off varying wavelengths. The 
ultraviolet rays are divided into three categories: UVA 
being the weakest and blamed for causing premature 
wrinkles; UVB is the burning ray that can cause 
painful burns, will dry out your skin, and also takes the 
credit for increasing your risk of skin cancer; (JVC is 
known as the most dangerous and thankfully does not 
reach the earth’s surface (the ozone layer filters this 
ray out), but it has the power to destroy the DNA of all 
living things. 

The sun is the strongest between the hours of 
10:00 a.m. and 3:00 p.m. This does not mean that you 
will not be affected by the damaging rays outside this 
timeframe. Always wear sunscreen, even if you are 
only running errands, going to the mailbox, or doing 
dishes in front of a sunny window. The cosmetic man¬ 
ufacturers are making this so easy for us by putting 
sunscreens in most of the products they sell, so Check 
the label. 

Sunscreens are measured by SPF (sun protection 
factor), the product’s ability to block out the sun’s 
harmful rays . The number after (example: UVB-15) 
tells you that you may stay in the sun 15 times longer 
before burning, than if you had nothing on at all. 
Reapplication does not buy you more time. 

Always make sure that the product you purchase 
'blocks UVA and UVB rays, says broad spectrum, or 
for maximum protection, look for zinc oxide or titani¬ 
um dioxide (which are physical sunblocks). The most 
neglected areas to remember are the lips, ears, and 
behind the knees. 

When outdoors, reapply every two hours, after 
swimming or sweating. Your best protection is to wear 
a wide-brimmed hat, clothing, and sunglasses (your 
eyes are also vulnerable to the sun). 

It is important to know that the skin of infants 
(under the age of six months) does not reach full 
thickness to become an effective barrier for the child. 
It is crucial to protect your child from the sun and not 
to use sun-protective products on their skin. It is just 
as crucial to protect your toddlers every day from the 
sun. There are many products on the market that are 
safe for children and just right for your precious “gift."

Remember, consumer 
fireworks are banned 
In Massachusetts 

As Independence Day approaches, many people 
are looking forward to Fourth of July festivities, espe¬ 
cially fireworks displays. In Massachusetts, where all 
consumer fireworks are illegal, families can instead 
gather together at community parks or organized 
events to view fireworks displays. 

“But those who illegally attempt to capture the 
excitement of these festivities at home are risking 
serious injuries, especially to children,” noted Mandi 
Summers, coordinator, Western Massachusetts Safe 
Kids Coalition headquartered at Baystate Medical 
Center Children’s Hospital. "Each year, their illegal 
use continues to burn and maim youngsters," she 
added. 

According to the National Council on Fireworks 
Safety, illegal fireworks continue to be a serious prob¬ 
lem. Over 30 percent of the injuries associated with 
fireworks have typically been caused by illegal explo¬ 
sives or homemade fireworks. 

These bright and colorful fireworks are exciting to 
children, but many do not understand the dangers 
that go along with handling these potentially danger¬ 
ous materials. 

"While thousands of children are injured each year 
due to fireworks, nearly 75 percent of these injuries 
occur during the month surrounding the Fourth of 
July. Sparklers, while often considered the safest type 
of fireworks, join firecrackers and rockets as those 
causing the bulk of emergency room treated injuries," 
said Dr. Jacques Blanchet, chief, Emergency 
Services, at Franklin Medical Center in Greenfield. 

Fireworks-related injuries often require immediate 
medical attention. Injuries usually involve the 
hands/fingers, eyes, or head, and can sometimes 
result in amputations, blindings, or even death. More 
than half of fireworks-related injuries involve burns, 
which can be one of the most painful injuries a child 
can encounter. 

“Every year, there is the chance of having to tells 
parents their child will be permanently disfigured or 
worse due to burns by fireworks that ended up in the 
wrong hands," said Dr. Richard Gerstein, chief, 
Emergency Services, Mary Lane Hospital in Ware. 
“Fireworks can be an exciting part of a celebration, 
but no parent or child should have to learn about their 
dangers in such a painful way.” 

If for any reason a fireworks accident occurs, 
remain calm and seek medical attention immediately, 
regardless of the severity of the injury. Often, eyes 
can be injured in fireworks accidents, and it is impor¬ 
tant to take precautions if this occurs. Do not rub or 
rinse out the eyes, which can cause further damage. 
Also, avoid putting pressure on the area around the 
eye. 

Do not use any kind of aspirin or ibuprofen, which 
can cause blood thinning and potentially increase any 
bleeding that is present. Using ointments and med¬ 
ications are not recommended, as they can make the 
area around the eye slippery and interfere with the 
doctor’s examination. 

The Western Massachusetts Safe Kids Coalition 
and the National SAFE KIDS Campaign remind fami¬ 
lies that the safest way to enjoy the dazzle of fire¬ 
works this year is at a community-sanctioned, 
licensed event.

A covenants! relationship 

if a person knows anything at all about the Bible, he 
or she should know that it is separated between the 
Old Testament and the New Testament. Another word 
for testament would be covenant. Both words, testa¬ 
ment and covenant, are words that describe an agree¬ 
ment between two parties. The Biblical covenants 
describe agreements between people and God. 

The Old Testament, or Old Covenant, is about the 
relationship which God established with people 
through Abraham. That covenant was clarified 
through Moses, and also through the Law and the 
Prophets. The New Covenant is about the relationship 
which God offers people through Jesus Christ. 

The covenants are similar in many ways. Each 
covenant involves privileges and responsibilities. Both 
involve faith in God. The first covenant promised that 
God would one day send His Messiah to redeem His 
people. The second covenant is a declaration that 
God has sent His promised Messiah. 

In the first covenant, the Lord articulated the main 
points of the covenant with the declaration of the Ten 
Commandments. In the first of the Ten 
Commandments, God demanded complete loyalty. “I 
am the Lord your God, who brought you out of 
Egypt, out of the land of slavery. You shall have 
no other Gods besides Me. ” While at first blush that 
commandment might seem to be harsh or severe, 
upon reflection, we realize it is not. For one thing, it’s 
not unlike when people get married, and promise “to 
forsake all others, as long as we both shall live.” It 
almost should not have to be said at all, because cer¬ 
tainly no one gets married with the expectation that 
his or her spouse is going to be carrying on with oth¬ 
ers outside the marriage. As well, in the first of the Ten 
Commandments, God reminded the people of Israel 
that He had prevailed against all the gods of Egypt. 
Once someone has embraced the Lord, we don’t 
need any other so-called gods. 

In establishing the second covenant between peo- 
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pie and God, Jesus also clearly laid out the terms it 
was being offered on. His terms, like the terms of the 
Ten Commandments, were clear; and they were 
demanding. “Don’t imagine that I have come to 
bring peace on the earth! No, rather a sword." 
Jesus went on to say that being His follower could • 
cost us some of our important relationships; it could 
even cause division within families. But just as the 
Lord had demanded complete and utter loyalty as a 
condition for participating in the first covenant, Jesus 
also demanded it of His followers. “If you love your 
father and mother more than you love Me, you are 
not worthy of being Mine. If you love your son or 
daughter more than Me, you are not worthy of 
being Mine. If you refuse to take up your cross 
and follow Me, you are not worthy of being Mine. " 

It is important that we realize two things. The first is 
that Jesus was not saying that we should not love our 
parents or our children. The Lord insists that caring for 
our family members is one of the most important ways 
in which we exercise our religion. The fifth of the Ten 
Commandments says “Honor your father and your 
mother, so that you may live long in the land the 
Lord your God is giving you. ” That is the only com¬ 
mandment that promises a blessing for obedience. 

The second thing for us to keep in mind is that 
when Jesus spoke about love, He used the word 
“agape,” which is a word that describes actions rather 
than feelings. Jesus was not demanding that our 
affections for our parents or children should be less 
than our affection for Him; rather He was insisting that 
we do His will first and foremost. Suppose, for exam¬ 
ple, that our child really wants to have something or to 
do something, but we know that that would not please 
the Lord. Jesus insists that we honor God instead of 
pleasing the child. That makes sense. As parents, we 
should act in the best interests of our children, rather 
than worrying about whether they’re always happy or 
whether they like us at all times. In the long term, 
that’s what is best for our children, and most loving 
towards them. 

The Bible tells us that God loved the world so 
much that He gave His only Son so that anyone 
who believes in Him shall not perish, but have 
eternal life. God did not send His Son into the 
world to condemn it, but to save it. The relationship 
God offers all people is a covenantal relationship. It 
has costs as well as benefits. But the benefits far out¬ 
weigh the costs. Jesus said, “If you cling to your 
life, you will lose it; but if you give it up for Me, you 
will save it."

RMV Could Sorprise You 

Policy Affects Pleas , Dispositions of DU Is 

The Registry of Motor Vehicles’ policy of running a 
45-day license suspension for pleading guilty to a DUI 
(driving under the influence) charge consecutively 
with the automatic 120-day suspension for refusing to 
take a breath test could catch many defendants off¬ 
guard, according to criminal-defense practitioners. 

Prior to 1994, the Registry would typically run the 
suspensions concurrently, allowing, in essence, the 
120-day suspension to absorb much, if not all, of the 
45-day suspension. 

Since 1994, however, the Registry has been sepa¬ 
rating the 120-day suspension period so that the 
clock is stopped upon disposition of the case and 
resumed once the 45-day suspension is completed. 
This effectively results in at least a 165-day suspen¬ 
sion. Since the 45-day suspension for pleading guilty 
to a DUI will only add to the time of a license suspen¬ 
sion, this policy eliminates much of the incentive for a 
defendant not to take the case to trial. 

The registry’s position is that, “When someone 
refuses the Breathalyzer and is subsequently convict-

A hodgepodge of helpful hints... 

* THE BENEFIT OF BORROWING: 

Some homebuyers have the option of paying for a 
home with cash rather than seeking a mortgage. In 
many cases, however, taking out a loan may actually 
be the more prudent option. 

For one, homeowners can take the cash they 
would have used to pay for the home and invest it in 
other financial vehicles, such as stocks or bonds. The 
return of these investments is usually higher than a 
home’s appreciation rate. It is also easier to convert 
such investments into cash than it is to convert the 
equity of a home. 

In addition, homeowners who have a mortgage can 
deduct most - if not all - of the interest on their mort¬ 
gage. 

Despite these advantages, if you feel better about 
making a total cash payment on your home and you 
have the option to do so, by all means go for it. 
Complete ownership for homeowners is a safe feel¬ 
ing, and one that you must weigh in light of all the 
other considerations available. 

Be sure to consult your Realtor, mortgage broker, 
or tax accountant for the best advice possible. 
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* EXCHANGING KEYS: 

The deal is all set, and you’ve got a closing date. 
But when does the seller vacate the property? It all 
depends. 

In a perfect world, the seller would be out of the 
house before closing, or at least at the end of that 
business day. This would prevent any potential prob¬ 
lems that could occur when the seller still occupies the 
home after the exchange of funds. At this point,“the 
seller has no vested interest in the property and could 
possibly be less than careful with what will soon 
become the buyers’ new home. Besides, there is the 
normal wear and tear, plus occasional accidents that 
may occur. 

However, it is not uncommon for buyers and sellers 
to make other arrangements, especially if the sellers’ 
next home isn’t ready for them to move in. If this is 
only a matter of a few days, the buyers may just delay 
their move. But if it goes into weeks or months, you 
will need to negotiate a fee per day (or week) that is 
calculated on the mortage and insurance payments. 

This gives peace of mind to the buyer, and keeps 
the seller aware of the urgency to care for the proper¬ 
ty as if it were his or her own. If you know ahead of 
time that moving will be delayed, you may want to 
adjust the closing date to accommodate this situation. 

In any case, the buyer should do a walk-through 
inspection as close to closing as possible. This will 
ensure the property is in the same condition as when 
the original agreement was made. 

* EXPANDING THE HOME TOOLBOX: 

A stud finder is invaluable when it comes to hang¬ 
ing pictures. Instead of thumping along the wall to find 


the stud, you can zero right in on precisely where to 
put the nail if you use an electronic stud finder. This 
handy piece of equipment uses audio and visual sig¬ 
nals to locate studs and alert you to steel beams or 
live wires. 

A cordless drill is handy and portable, earning a 
space in the toolbox because of its multiple uses. 
Wonderful for a variety of smaller jobs, a portable drill 
is perfect for creating a small starter hole before driv¬ 
ing a nail. That way, you’ll lessen the likelihood of 
damaging or cracking plaster or wood. 

A tool belt is an inexpensive way to keep items 
handy, and eliminates the frustration of having to stop 
to look for a screwdriver or other tool. Specialty clips 
for a tool belt are designed specifically to hold small 
tools such as a portable drill. 

* WARM IT UP: 

Sellers need to make their home warm and inviting 
when showing to potential buyers. 

A very cold house in early spring will leave most 
potential buyers unfriendly and disinterested.

Learn to manage your money... 


Most people don’t spend enough time managing 
their money ... this means knowing where your money 
goes and making a plan for controlling it. Here are four 
time-saving plans for knowing where every penny is: 


1) If you have a computer, put your checkbook 

on it. Use a cash management program like Quicken 
or Microsoft Money.

Low mortgage rates may mean 
prime time to refinance 
(Part 1 of 3) 

The slow economy hasn’t been all bad news for 
many Americans. A record number of homeowners 
have refinanced their mortgages in 2001 and 2002. 
Those that haven’t may find that today’s low interest 
rates provide a great opportunity to refinance and 
potentially save hundreds of dollars a month in lower 
monthly mortgage payments. 

With economic forecasts indicating a recovery, now 
may be a good time to lock in low rates - before inter¬ 
est rates start nudging higher. 

If you’re paying more than the current market inter¬ 
est rate on your mortgage, you may be a prime can¬ 
didate for refinancing. Even homeowners who started 
their loans within the past three years (when interest 
rates were on the rise) may benefit from locking in 
lower rates. After peaking in May 2000 at 8.5 percent, 
mid-year 2002 rates for a 30-year fixed-rate loan are 
averaging less than seven percent, according to the 
Mortgage Bankers Association of America (MBAA).

THE BENEFITS OF REFINANCING 

Even relatively small differences in interest rates 
can add up to significant savings over the long term, 


especially for larger loans. For example, on a 
$250,000 30-year fixed mortgage, the difference 
between seven percent and 7.4 percent can mean a 
yearly savings of about $850 in interest payments. ^ 

In addition to lower monthly payments, refinancing 
a mortgage can also allow you to; 

* Trade your current loan for one that better fits 
your needs. For example, if rates on your adjustable 
rate mortgage have fluctuated since you first financed 
your home, you may prefer the predictability of a 
fixed-rate loan. 

* Reduced debt payments. Your mortgage may 
be a significant source of borrowing power, particular¬ 
ly if you’ve paid off a substantial portion of the princi¬ 
pal or your property has increased in value. You may 
be able to pay off debt at a lower interest rate by con¬ 
solidating balances from other loans and credit lines 
into a home equity loan, or what is known as cash-out 
refinancing (taking out a bigger mortgage than you 
currently have). You also may be eligible for certain 
tax benefits because mortgage interest is often tax- 
deductible. See your tax advisor for details. 

* Change your mortgage term to better suit 
your long-term financial plans. Want to have that 
mortgage paid off before you reach retirement? Would 
you like to have the payoff date coincide with the 
arrival of your children’s college tuition bills? With a 
lower interest rate than your current mortgage, you 
may be able to shorten the term of your loan and still 
keep your monthly payments at about the same 
amount.

ed of drunk driving, there are two separate offenses 
that have occurred - the violation of the drunk-driving 
law and the implied consent law. To run them both 
concurrently would not give full cause and effect to 
both suspensions." Some argue, however, that this 
creates an overly harsh result that discourages defen¬ 
dants from quick disposition of their cases. 

It has been suggested that a possible way around 
the new policy would be by getting an order for con¬ 
current suspensions within the face of the disposition 
itself. Of course, this does not guarantee that the 
RMV will, in fact, uphold the court’s order and impose 
the suspensions concurrently. In appears that 
presently, as long as a judge is willing to order in a 
disposition that the two suspensions run concurrently, 
the registry will generally honor the order. 

“The only orders we would not honor are those 
where the plea happens after the 120-day period and 
the court tries to credit time back to before the dispo¬ 
sition even happened," the RMV claims.

To be healthier, move more! 

Americans have become a society of couch pota¬ 
toes - and it’s taking its toll on our cardiovascular 
health. 

In an article published in the Journal of Applied 
Physiology, researchers from the University of 
Missouri-Columbia revealed alarming statistics to 
show that our sluggish lifestyle might be literally killing 
us. 

“Currently, 250,000 premature deaths and $1 tril¬ 
lion in health care costs can be attributed to the 
American sedentary lifestyle each year," said Frank 
Booth, professor and research investigator. 

“This lifestyle, which has become increasingly 
more prevalent in the past century, results in a meta¬ 
bolic state that is linked to at least 17 chronic dis¬ 
eases and other health conditions. Since 1990, there 
has been a 29-fold increase in heart disease deaths, 
compounded in the past 40 years by a six-fold 
increase in diabetes and a two-fold increase in obesi¬ 
ty.” 

In the article, Booth and his co-authors pointed to 
society’s increasing use of labor-saving devices and 
other technologies as the cause of a myriad of health 
problems. 

“Technology has made our lives increasingly easi¬ 
er in the past 100 years," they wrote. “We drive cars 
instead of walking. We ride elevators instead of walk¬ 
ing up stairs. We don’t even have to shop for gro¬ 
ceries any more; we can do this online. The effects of 
computers and other technologies on our lives have 
been positive, but it hasn’t been good for our health." 

Booth is working nationally with other researchers 
to establish an organization called “Scientists Against 
Inactivity-Related Diseases” to create awareness of 
the problem.

Presbyopia 

If you are presently at or above the age of 40, and 
are holding this paper at arm’s length to read this 
clearly, chances are you suffer from presbyopia. Don’t 
worry, however; everyone at some point will be symp¬ 
tomatic of this vision problem. 

Presbyopes will begin to find it necessary to hold 
reading material such as books, menus, and medi- 
^ne bottles farther away from them in order to focus. 
Eyestrain and headaches may occur after extended 
time performing these tasks. 

Unlike reflective errors of the eyes such as near¬ 
sightedness, farsightedness, and astigmatism, pres¬ 
byopia is simply an age-related process. It is caused 
by a slow loss of elasticity within the lens of the eye 
as well as the muscles surrounding it. These age- 
related changes make it difficult or nearly impossible 
for the lens to focus on near objects, and will get 
worse as time goes on. 

Reading glasses are the most common way to 
combat this problem. If combined with a refractive 
error, a bifocal may be prescribed also. A bifocal will 
allow a person to see better in the distance as well as 
near. 

There are many types of multifocals that we will 
discuss later.

Zinc or vitamin C??? 

Question: Which is more effective for treating a 
cold - zinc or vitamin C? Sue, Hatfield. 

Answer: Americans spend $3 billion a year to 
ward off colds and to treat cold symptoms. Are you 
wasting your money? Let’s look at what the research 
says, and let’s start with zinc. 

In seven studies, people who started taking zinc 
lozenges every few hours after their first sneeze or 
sign of being sick were sick one to three days less 
than people who took a placebo. It may be inconven¬ 
ient to use lozenges so often, but taking a zinc pill 
supplement at a similar dose may be harmful. 

So, if you want to try zinc for a cold, here’s what to 
do... 

Stick to the lozenges that contain zinc gluconate or 
zinc acetate. Take them at the first sign of the cold. 
Make sure the product does not contain vitamin C, cit¬ 
ric acid, tartaric acid, or the sweeteners mannitol or 
sorbitol; these ingredients bind zinc and prevent it 
from working as well. 

Stop taking lozenges as soon as your cold is over. 
And tell your doctor if you’re on antibiotics and want 
to take zinc lozenges (the zinc can make it harder to 
absorb some antibiotics). 

Now, let’s look at vitamin C. Millions of people 
swear it prevents colds. But after more than 60 stud¬ 
ies, the effect is quite modest. 

In the six best studies, vitamin C takers caught as 
many colds as people taking a placebo. Vitamin C 
may not even shorten the duration of the cold; it may 
just ease the discomfort so the symptoms are less 
severe. 

So if you had to choose between zinc lozenges or 
vitamin C for helping a cold, current science says zinc 
wins.

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Osteoarthritis... 

Osteoarthritis: early morning stiffness, stiffness fol¬ 
lowing periods of rest, pain that worsens on joint use, 
and loss of function. Arthritis refers to inflammation of 
a joint. The most common form is osteoarthritis, or 
degenerative joint disease, due to joint degeneration 
and loss of cartilage (the shock-absorbing, gel-like 
material between joints). 

The percentage of people who have osteoarthritis 
increases with age. Approximately 40 million 
Americans have osteoarthritis, with 80 percent over 
the age of 50. 

The hands and weight-bearing joints, the knees, 
hips, and spine are the areas most affected. The 
onset of osteoarthritis can be subtle. Some aspects to 
consider are: 

* Aspirin and non-steroidal anti-inflammatory drugs 
(NSAIDs, ex. ibuprofen) are found to inhibit cartilage 
synthesis and accelerate cartilage destruction. The 
NSAIDs appear to suppress the symptoms of 
osteoarthritis, but accelerate the progression of the 
disease. 

* Achieve a normal body weight, as excess weight 
causes increased stress on weight-bearing joints. A 
basic healthy diet, rich in complex carbohydrates and 
dietary fiber, is recommended. Fats should be kept to 
a minimum. 

* Nightshade vegetables, such as tomatoes, pota¬ 
toes, peppers, eggplant, and tobacco, may trigger 
osteoarthritis in some cases.

* Antioxidant nutrients (vitamins E, A, C) may 
reduce the risk of cartilage loss and inhibit the pro¬ 
gression of the disease. 

' Other supplements include niacinamide, B6, pan¬ 
tothenic acid, zinc, copper, and boron. 

* Glucosamine sulfate has been found to be the 
most effective natural approach to osteoarthritis. 
Glucosamine helps promote cartilage synthesis and 
relieves the symptoms of osteoarthritis. (Chondroitin 
sulfate, shark cartilage, bovine cartilage extracts, and 
sea cucumber have been found to be less effective 
than glucosamine sulfate.)

Cooking seafood on the grill... 

We all love to cook out on the grill, but sometimes 
we might forget that there are more foods to enjoy 
than just hot dogs and hamburgers on the grill. 

Seafood is wonderful when cooked outside - tuna 
steaks, shrimp kabobs, and salmon all crusted with 
spices. Fresh tuna is a great way to start cooking 
seafood on your grill. You do want to be careful when 
choosing fresh tuna; the fish should have a clean 
smell to it, not fishy. Also, the edges should be moist 
and not all dried and darkened. 

When you arrive home with your fish, cook it that 
very day. We tend to do the grocery shopping for the 
week and pull items from the fridge as needed. With 
seafood, be like the Europeans ... buy it today, cook it 
today. With seafood, fresher is always better. 

Take those tuna steaks and place in a shallow dish. 
Pour Italian salad dressing over them, and allow to 
marinate for about an hour. Place on a hot grill and 
allow both sides to sear. Be very careful that you do 
not overcook the fish. It may look like meat, but it will 
cook much faster and you will dry it out and ruin your 
dinner. Fresh tuna will be moist and tasty cooked this 
way. 

When cooking shrimp out on the “barby,” leave the 
shells on or you will dry out the shrimp and make them 
rubbery. Place your raw shrimp in a bowl and pour on 
your marinate (make enough to cover the amount of 
shrimp you have): 1/2 C bottled teriyaki sauce, 2 TB 
minced garlic, 3 TB olive oil, 1/4 Tsp red pepper 
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flakes, 2 Tsp lime juice, and a pinch of cilantro. 

Toss the shrimp in the sauce from time to time, and 
allow to marinate for about an hour. Now, skewer the 
shrimp and alternate the shrimp with veggies (such as 
fresh mushrooms, pearl onions, and zucchini). When 
the shrimp have completely changed color, the kabob 
is done. 

When I do Salmon on the grill, I will do several dif¬ 
ferent entrees. I like it all crusted with Montreal sea¬ 
soning and grilled, blackened, pumpkin-seed crusted, 
and wrapped in foil with fresh herbs. For blackened, 
the easiest way is to buy some of Paul Prudhommes’ 
seafood magic. 

Coat the fish with clarified butter and season with 
the spice. Grill or place on a very hot cast-iron pan to 
sear both sides. For the “crusty" one, mix chopped 
shelled pumpkin seeds with sea salt, cracked black 
pepper, fresh herbs (parsley, cilantro, and Mexican 
oregano), 1/4 C yogurt, and 1/4 C chopped tomatias. 
Dip the fish in an egg wash and coat with the mixture. 
Grill just ‘til done; do not overcook. When wrapping in 
foil, add butter or olive oil to keep moist. Choose your 
favorite fresh herbs. 

Remember, listen to the “Food Dude”: it’s not what 
you’re eating, but whom you’re dining with!

O’Quinn playing goal well for 
nro Western Mass. Pioneers 


Summer soccer... 

Brownie girls 
knock off 
undefeated 
Westfield, 3-0

If you’ve ever had the pleasure of seeing Agawam 
High grad Bryan O’Quinn play soccer, then you’ve 
seen one of the best to come out of Western Mass, in 
many a moon. And you can still see him play over in 
Ludlow on the pro level for the Western Mass. 
Pioneers. 

It basically started at AHS, where he was a four- 
year letter-winner for former Coach Dwight Northrup. 
O’Quinn was an All-Western Mass, selection as a jun¬ 
ior and senior. As a senior, he also gained All-State 
and All-New England honors. As a junior, he rang up 
a school record 10 shutouts. 

O’Quinn captained the Brownies in his senior sea¬ 
son, recorded seven shutouts, and scored 11 points 
(three goals, five assists) when he played the field. All 
that talent got him a ticket to UMass. 

The year 1998 saw him play three games with one 
start for the Minutemen. His first collegiate start that 
year had him enjoying his first victory against 
Duquesne. It would only get better for the 5’10”, 170- 
pound O’Quinn in his sophomore season. He played 
five games (totaling 378 minutes of action) and got his 
first career shutout in a 1-0 win over UHartford. His 
next start was another shutout against Siena. 

O’Quinn hit his stride as a junior, playing every 
minute in goal for UMass on his way to All-Atlantic 10 
honors. O’Quinn led the Atlantic 10 with a 0.66 goals 
against average in conference action. His seven 
shutouts on the season were the second most all-time 
by a Minuteman (six shutouts came against A-10 
foes). 

O’Quinn broke through as a senior. He started all 
22 games. His work in the tournament earned him a 
berth on the All-Tournament team. He had 10 saves in 
150 minutes of shutout work in the championship win 
over Richmond. 

O’Quinn totaled 2,050 minutes, allowing just 26 
goals. His 1.20 GAA average ranked him fourth in the 
A-10. His seven shutouts as a senior moved him to 
first all-time at UMass. 

With seven shutouts during his senior year, 
O’Quinn became only the second UMass goalkeeper 
to post five or more shutouts in consecutive years 
since the 1978-1979 season. 

His save percentage of 81.6 ranked him second in 
the conference. 

O’Quinn was named to the Verizon Academic All- 
America Team. 

All of the above sent him soaring to the next level - 
a spot on the professional Western Mass. Pioneers. 
That’s where he’s been since graduating last June. 
O’Quinn didn’t start right away, but got his shot in the 
fourth game of the season and has been in net ever 
since, posting a 6-4 record (1.1 GAA) for the 7-5-1 
Pioneers at presstime. 

O’Quinn noted that there is no one big difference 
between college and the pros, just a lot of little ones. 
He said, “Everyone can play at this level.” 

' As a keeper, he barks out orders to his mates on 
defense, keeping them on their toes. He did it at 
Agawam, UMass, and now with the Pioneers. But he 
noted as the level of play went up, his propensity for

Aim at multiple targets when you practice 

When you play a round of golf, you only ever get 
one attempt at each shot. Once you have hit that shot, 
chances are you will not get another like it in the same 
round. 

The pressure on your pitching is perhaps the great¬ 
est of all the shots, because you are aiming at the 
most well-protected area of the course where all man¬ 
ner of hazards (such as sand or water) guard the 
green. 

Work on this “multiple target” drill in your practice 
sessions so that on the golf course, you will be up to 
the challenge of hitting the right shot the first time: 

1. Identify as many separate targets as possible 
within your pitching range; five or six is just about the 
right number, but as few as three will still be sufficient. 
The targets should be at a variety of distances and in 
various directions. 

2. With a bucket of balls by your side, hit the first 
ball at the first target, the second ball at the second 
target, and so on. Try not to rush..Make sure you treat 
each shot just as you would if you were playing a 
round. The key is not to hit the same shot twice in a
